Grass­ 
es are 
being seed ed to restore badly eroded land to useful 
production, to heal gu llies, to p rev en t d a m a g e by r u n o ff w ater 
on steep slop es, and to Hoe w a terw a y s so th at ex cess w ater 
from cu ltivated field s can be disposed o f w ith o u t erosion.
